Obama Finishes Security Overhaul 


President taps Army 
Gen. Dempsey to lead 
Joint Chiefs of Staff 


Washington 

President Obama moved Monday to 
complete an overhaul of his national 
security team, selecting Army Gen. 
Martin Dempsey as the next Joint 
Chiefs of Staff chairman amid a pro- 
tracted battle in Afghanistan, U.S. 
involvement in the NATO -led effort 
against Libya’s Moammar Gadhafi and 
a winding down of the war in Iraq. 

Obama announced a new lineup of 
his top military leadership group in 
the Rose Garden of the White House 
just before venturing across the Poto- 
mac to pay tribute to the nation’s war 
dead at Arlington National Ceme- 
tery. The Memorial Day announce- 
ments had been expected, although 
there was no immediate indication 
what the military leadership moves 
might imply for possible changes in 
military strategy. 

Already, the president had turned, 
in late April, to CIA Director Leon 
Panetta to succeed Robert Gates 
as secretary of defense and chose 
to move Army Gen. David Petraeus 
from his command of the Afghani- 
stan war effort to the United States 
to replace Panetta at the CIA. 

Marine Gen. James Cartwright 
had long been rumored to be Obama’s

Mullen Confident in Strategy 

Appearing in a nationally broadcast interview 
Monday morning, Adm. Mike Mullen was asked 
whether a change of guard for the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff meant a change of strategy in Afghanistan. 
“We obviously have added these forces ... and 
we’ve really seen progress on the security side," 
he replied. “We will sustain losses. ... That said, I 
am confident that by the end of the year, we’ll be 
in a much, much better position." (ap)

Army Gen. Martin Dempsey, Presi- 
dent Obama’s choice to be the next 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
wears four stars on his shoulders, 
holds three master’s degrees, fought 
two wars against Iraq, and survived 
one bout with cancer. If the nomination 
is approved by the Senate, Dempsey 
will take over Oct. 1 from Adm. Mike 
Mullen. The chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff is the highest-ranking 
officer in the armed forces and the 
principal military adviser to the presi- 
dent.

Tadic: Bloc’s demand 
for capture of war 
crimes suspect met 

Belgrade, Serbia 

Serbian President Boris Tadic said 
Monday it’s time the European 
Union did its part by boosting his 
nation’s efforts to join the bloc, 
arguing the arrest of war crimes 
suspect Ratko Mladic proves it is 
serious about rejoining the inter- 
national fold. 

Tadic also rejected specula- 
tion that authorities had known of 
Mladic’s hiding place but delayed 
his arrest to coincide with a visit 
by EU foreign policy chief Cathe- 
rine Ashton. The rumors have per- 
sisted because Mladic was found 
living not far from the capital, Bel- 
grade, with relatives who share his 
last name. 

“The truth is that we arrested 
Ratko Mladic the moment we dis- 
covered him,” Tadic said. 

Europe’s most wanted war 
crimes fugitive, Mladic, was arrest- 
ed Thursday after 16 years on the 
run. He is charged by a U.N. war 
crimes court for atrocities commit- 
ted by his troops during Bosnia’s 
1992-95 war. 

But Tadic said he wants the 
international community to recog- 


nize what Serbia has done and act 
on its membership hopes. He also 
pledged to implement key reforms 
necessary for membership. 

“I simply ask the EU to fulfill its 
part,” he said. “We fulfilled our part 
and we will continue to do so.” 

The EU has repeatedly said 
that Serbia could win pre-mem- 
bership talks only on the condi- 


tion it arrested the wartime Bos- 
nian Serb commander. Some EU 
nations have already said Serbia 
needs to do more, including arrest- 
ing its last fugitive, Goran Hadz- 
ic, who led Croatian Serb rebels 
during the 1991-95 war. Hadzic is 
accused of the murder of hundreds 
of Croat civilians and the deporta- 
tion of 28,000 people. 


Backstory

Bt ^41 during the Bosnian 
War of 1992-95. He is held responsi- 
ble for ordering the Sarajevo Massa- 
cre, in which about 8,000 Bosnians 
were killed, and the 43-month siege 
of Sarajevo, in which 10,000 civilians 
perished. Mladic’s lawyer said Mon- 
day he has formally filed an appeal 
against the former general’s extra- 
dition — a move that will likely delay 
his handover for at least a day. (ap) 


Serbia will “arrest Mr. Hadzic 
in the next few weeks, a month, the 
year ahead of us,” Tadic said. 

Serbia, once considered a pari- 
ah nation because of its late presi- 
dent Slobodan Milosevic’s warmon- 
gering policies and for harboring 
war crimes suspects, now expects 
pre-candidacy status by the end 
of the year. 

Tadic said that Serbia should be 
given the same path to member- 
ship accorded to another former 
Yugoslav republic, Croatia. 

“There are no obstacles left,” 
he said. “Stopping Serbia would 
be purely political.” (ap)

In Divided Yemen 


Government begins 
airstrikes amid a 
surging crackdown 

San c a, Yemen 

Yemeni forces opened fire on a pro- 
test camp and killed more than 
20 demonstrators Monday in the 
southern city of Taiz while gov- 
ernment warplanes launched air- 
strikes on another southern town 
seized by radical Islamists. 

The new attempts to suppress 
the uprising against President Ali 
Abdullah Saleh with overwhelming 
force pointed to the leader’s increas- 
ingly tenuous grip on power. 

More than three months of 
mass street protests have posed 
an unprecedented threat to Saleh’s 
33-year rule, and the U.S. has 
moved away from its former ally 
despite fears that his fall could 
leave room in this rugged corner of 
the Arabian Peninsula for an active 
al-Qaeda franchise or other mil- 
itant Islamist groups to take 
power.

Metro Honors Station Manager 


27-year employee gets 
award for thwarting 2 
suicide tries in system 

Landover, Md. 

It isn’t often that a Metro station 
manager stops a person from jump- 
ing in front of a train. For Timo- 
thy Lee, it’s happened twice in just 
more than a year, most recently in 
April, when he stopped a young 
woman who had been dangling her 
legs from the platform at Landover 
Station. 

Last week, Metro’s top officials 
awarded the 27-year employee a 
plaque for his actions. 


“What he did was heroic,” said 
Lynn Bowersox, Metro’s managing 
director of public relations. “He 
spotted her, understood her actions 
and had the instinct that she might 
be in harm’s way and stopped her. 
It is absolutely extraordinary.” 

Lee, 50, was in the station’s kiosk 
about to do a routine check along 
the platform. He looked at a secu- 
rity camera and noticed a young 
woman walking along the edge of 
the platform. 

Lee, who has worked at Landover 
for three years, said he’d seen people 
do that before, so he wasn’t imme- 
diately alarmed and thought he’d 
simply ask her to step away from 
the edge. 


Metro’s Breda 4000 Series of 
railcars is being blamed for de- 
lays in train service.

approached her. 

“I knew once I hollered towards 
her to get up and she totally 
ignored me that I had a problem,” 
he said. 

Lee said he grabbed her arm 
and pulled her back just as a train 
pulled into the station. 

“When I grabbed her, she was 
lifeless,” Lee said. “She had no 
emotion.” 

Lee called Metro’s operations 
center and Metro Transit Police. 
Police arrived quickly and took the 
woman to an area hospital.

Teen Crime Trend Shifts 


D.C. juveniles target 
smartphones, are less 
likely to steal vehicles 

Washington 

For teenagers who commit crimes 
in the District, stealing cars is out. 
Snatching smartphones directly 
from victims’ hands or breaking 
into their homes is in. 

On average, juveniles were 
arrested for violent robberies or 
carjackings at least once a day last 
year, an almost 50 percent increase 
from 2007. During the same time, 
juvenile arrests for riding in stolen 
cars, a nonviolent crime, dropped

cent of all violent crime arrests. 

by more than 60 percent. 

The shift is a troubling indicator 
that the city’s youngest offenders 
are growing more aggressive and 
confrontational: Last year, teens 
made up 23 percent of all violent 
crime arrests, more than double 
the percentage in 2003. 

“A number of years ago, car 
theft was off the scale. It was cool 
to get a car and joyride,” said Dan- 
iel Okonkwo, executive director of 


DC Lawyers for Youth. “Now it’s 
an iPhone 4, an iPod. Things you 
can’t afford when you don’t have 
money.” 

This year, juveniles account for 
7 percent of overall arrests in the 
city — but about 45 percent of all 
arrests for robbery and carjack- 
ing, and 35 percent of burglary 
arrests, said D.C. Police Chief Cathy 
L. Lanier. 

Teens have represented 6 percent 
to 8 percent of total arrests in the 
District for the past five years. 

Teens are breaking into houses 
more than ever, according to police, 
contributing to a 14 percent jump 
in home break-ins across the city.

Washing of the Dead 
At the Vietnam Wall 


Washington 

In the early morning, just as the 
sun breaks over the Capitol dome, 
a small group of volunteers gathers 
at the black granite Vietnam Vet- 
erans Memorial, that heart-break- 
ing slash in the earth by the Lin- 
coln Memorial on the Mall. 

They quietly hook up hoses, 
attach nozzles and spray down the 
wall, removing a week’s worth of 
dust, dirt and debris. Then they 
fill up buckets with a mild deter- 
gent, switch to soft brushes and, 
starting on either end of the wall, 
begin to scrub. Countless fin- 
gerprints, smears and tears have 
accumulated since the last wash, 
a week ago. 

“I have 11 buddies on that wall, 
including my best friend from 
high school,” said Steve Nelson, 
of District Heights, who served 
in the Army in Vietnam. He was 
turning on the water this month 
after the hoses were unkinked and 
extended. 

“It’s not intense. 

There’s a lot of 
camaraderie.”

The washing of the dead, with 
its religious resonances, arose out 
of frustration. In 1998, dissatisfied 
with the job that the National Park 
Service was doing and upset that 
bird droppings had filled in some of 
the engraved names, Jan Scruggs,

of the Vietnam Veterans Memori- 
al Fund, took action. He handed 
37 toothbrushes to visiting vets 
from Wisconsin, who scrubbed 
the filth away. 

Each year after the cherry blos- 
soms are past, until the first snow- 
fall, the volunteers turn up on Sat- 
urdays and Sundays at 6:30 a.m., 
long before tourists arrive. The 
work takes less than an hour. Many 
military veterans are among the 
regular volunteers, but there are 
also church groups, Boy Scouts, 
college sorority sisters and union 
members. 

“You’re one of the few people 
in the park early in the morning,” 
said New Thanyachareon, the Park 
Service ranger who is the volun- 
teer coordinator. “It’s not intense, 
not hard. There’s a lot of camara- 
derie.” (THE WASHINGTON POST)

With Japan’s crisis 
in mind, Germany 
hurries to cut its ties 
with nuclear power 

Berlin 

Europe’s economic powerhouse, Ger- 
many, is to abandon nuclear ener- 
gy over the next 11 years — drawing 
up an ambitious plan in the wake of 
Japan’s Fukushima disaster to replace 
atomic power with renewable ener- 
gy sources. 

Chancellor Angela Merkel said 
Monday she hopes the transforma- 
tion to more solar, wind and hydro- 
electric power becomes a test case for 
other countries. 

“We believe that we can show those 
countries who decide to abandon nucle- 
ar power — or not to start using it — 
how it is possible to achieve growth, 
creating jobs and economic prosperity 
while shifting the energy supply toward 
renewable energies,” Merkel said. 

Merkel’s government announced 
Monday that it will shut down all of the 
17 nuclear power plants in Germany — 
the world’s fourth-largest economy and 
Europe’s biggest — by 2022. 

The country’s seven oldest reactors, 
already taken off the grid pending safe- 
ty inspections after the March catas- 
trophe at Japan’s Fukushima Dai-ichi 
nuclear power plant, will remain offline 
permanently, Merkel said. 

The decision completed a remark- 
able about-face for Merkel’s center-right 
government, which only late last year 
pushed through a plan to extend the 
life span of the country’s 17 reactors by 
an average of 12 years — with the last 
scheduled to go offline around 2036. 

But Merkel, who holds a Ph.D. in 
physics, now says industrialized, tech- 
nologically advanced Japan’s “help- 
lessness” in the face of the Fukushima

The Case Against 

Nuclear is unsafe: Accidents are 
hard to predict and have far-reach- 
ing consequences, compounded by 
the fact that most reactors are near 
major population centers— Moscow, 
Chicago, Los Angeles, Kiev— mak- 
ing it nearly impossible to evacuate 
people in a timely fashion. 

It can’t be disposed of safely: 

Operators still store spent fuel and 
other nuclear waste in and around 
reactors, since no secure permanent 
repository has been built. In the U.S., 
70,000 tons of spent fuelsits at 103 
reactors across the country. 

It’s expensive: A typical reactor, 
based on the French industry, costs 
a minimum of $6 billion. That doesn’t 
include waste disposal, fuel costs or 
the costs of remediating such acci- 
dents as Chernobyl. 


The Case For 

Nuclear is safe: Commercial nucle- 
ar power plants in the United States 
have produced electricity for more 
than half a century, and there have 
been no radiation-related deaths 
linked to their operation. 

It’s reliable: On average, 104 nucle- 
ar power plants in the U.S. operate 
more than 90 percent of the time. In 
comparison, hydro, wind and solar 
power have average capacity factors 
in the range of 24 to 30 percent. 

It’s efficient: A 1 ,000-megawatt nu- 
clear power plant operating 90 per- 
cent of the time generates enough 
electricity to power 740,000 homes. 
It would take 13.7 million barrels of 
oil, 3.4 million short tons of coal or 
65.8 billion cubic feet of natural gas 
to achieve the same result, accord- 
ing to government data, (csm)

disaster made her rethink the technol- 
ogy’s risks. 

Last fall, Merkel had called for Ger- 
many to get 80 percent of its electricity 
from renewable sources by 2050. Mon- 
day’s announcement increases the pres- 
sure to make that happen faster. 

“We also want to reduce our C02 
emissions by 40 percent and double 
our share of renewable energies, from 
about 17 percent today to then 35 per- 
cent,” the chancellor said. 

Though environmental groups wel- 
comed Germany’s plan, it received a 
skeptical reception abroad. 

French Prime Minister Francois Fil- 
lon — whose country relies on nucle- 
ar power to produce 80 percent of its 
electricity supply — insisted “there’s no 
way” for the European Union to meet 
its emission-cutting targets without at

least some use of nuclear power. 

“We respect this decision, but it 
doesn’t cause us to change our poli- 
cy,” Fillon said. France operates more 
than one-third of the nuclear reactors 
in the EU. 

Swedish Environment Minister 
Andreas Carlgren also criticized the 
decision, saying that the focus on an 
end date was unfortunate and could 
increase electricity prices across 
Europe. 

Hans-Peter Keitel, the president of 
the Federation of German Industries, 
urged Germany not to set the exit date 
of 2022 in stone. 

Germany’s decision came after a 
17-member nuclear ethics panel, which 
included a Roman Catholic bishop and 
industrial and scientific leaders, recom- 
mended a “10-year exit corridor” to go 
nuclear-free. But the report, released 
Monday, said weaning Germany off 
nuclear power won’t be successful 
“without efforts of all segments of the 
political, business and societal world.”

It showed Monday. He chatted with team- 
mates, taking part in a long shooting contest 
with Dwyane Wade, Eddie House and others, 
looking perfectly comfortable as dozens of 
photographers clicked away for 30 -straight 
minutes.

Tressel Resigns

The school said at the time it was 
“very surprised and disappointed”

Snow Day! 

“In the summer, people don’t think,

are meant for in Lynchburg, Va., a 
3^-hour drive from the District.

The four-hour experience includes 12 zip lines, three sky bridges 
and a hike, all designed to provide a glorious glimpse of 
400 million years of geology. Guides are there for safety and for 
education about the flora and fauna. 

Or head just one hour away to Harpers Ferry, W.Va., where 
River Riders, a rafting and tubing company, launched another 
canopy tour. It’s a shorter course with eight zip lines that 
participants can finish in about two hours.

It’s your child, and you and your 
husband have the right — and 
responsibility — to keep him or her 
safe.

Once the 
baby comes, you need not rush to

Longer term, though, you’ll need 
a more sustainable solution, wheth- 
er it’s deciding on re-evaluating the 
possibility of brief supervised visits 
or biting the bullet and letting him 
know how you feel.

Isn’t Fight Night 

Q My boyfriend and 
I have been fight- 
ing all the time late- 
ly. It’s always about 
stupid stuff. He

things I love about him, and I see 
some of my married friends bicker- 
ing and annoyed with their spouses.

Certainly, this is not auspicious. 
And I simply don’t agree with the 
cynical and helpless mind-set that 
this is just what happens in long- 
term relationships. Fighting about 
stuff like whether mustard should 
be refrigerated, when it’s this con- 
stant, is just as significant as big- 
ger conflicts. 

The real question here isn’t 
whether this is unsatisfactory (it 
is), but whether it can be temporary. 
Might he be depressed? (Irritabili- 
ty and pessimism are classic signs.) 
Is he willing to search for new cop- 
ing strategies and stress reduction 
techniques, if not talk to somebody? 
Might you both identify your trig- 
gers and work together to disen- 
gage from a conflict to cool down 
before it escalates? There are ways 
of working through this with moti- 
vation, patience and respect.

You don’t need to know a thing 
about rugby to be a fan of Ben 
Cohen. The 32-year-old English 
athlete, who retired from the sport 
this month, isn’t just a World Cup- 
winning player — he’s also a cham- 
pion of gay rights. 

It’s an unusual position in the 
world of professional sports, and 
it’s even more remarkable given 
that Cohen is a straight, married 
guy with two daughters. But when 
he discovered he’d developed a siz- 
able following in the gay communi- 
ty, he embraced his fan base. 

“It was flattering people found 
me attractive,” says Cohen, who 
quickly learned that many of his 
devotees had dealt with years of

bullying, which led to depression 
and worse for them. 

“There are everlasting scars. 
For the rest of their lives, they can 
remember the smell of the room, 
the bully’s name,” he says.

Last week, he swung through 
Washington during his Acceptance 
Tour across the U.S. to start raising 
money and awareness about the 
issue.

A Bonney Lad 

It’s probably safe to call Tabi Bon- 
ney the first rapper in the history of 
hip-hop to use the word “crochet" 
in a song. “My plans got crocheted," 
the D.C.-based Bonney spits on “Sun- 
light," the first single off “The Sum- 
mer Years," due out in August. 

The song’s hook is a twist on 19th- 
century Norwegian composer Edvard 
Grieg's “Morning 
Mood," from the 
Henrik Ibsen play 
“Peer Gynt"; the song 
is meant to evoke 
a sunrise.

This summer, the rock stars aren’t 
just headlining the music festivals 
— they’re booking them, too. 

Hip-hop vets the Roots will 
throw the fourth-annual Roots Pic- 
nic in Philadelphia on June 4. Chi- 
cago rock-folkies Wilco will host the 


second-annual Solid Sound festi- 
val in Massachusetts from June 24 
to 26. And Pearl Jam will celebrate 
20 years of bandhood with a two- 
day festival in East Troy, Wis., on 
Sept. 3 and 4. 

With each festival come heaps 
upon heaps of supporting acts, 
all handpicked by the headliner. 
It’s a chance for some of the big- 
gest names in music to surround 
themselves with their heroes, their 
heirs and their friends. 

The Roots, a group that can be 
seen canoodling with different pop 


musicians every weeknight on “Late 
Night With Jimmy Fallon,” threw its 
first Roots Picnic in 2008; this year’s 
event again takes place at Penn’s 
Landing in the group’s native Phila- 
delphia. The bill features rap heroes 
young (Wiz Khalifa) and old (Nas), 
but the undercard is refreshingly 
hip. Jazz princess Esperanza Spald- 
ing and neo-glam troubadour Ariel 
Pink are scheduled to appear. 

And instead of a one-day, one- 
off event, Dave Matthews is throw- 
ing four three-day festivals: in 
Atlantic City June 24-26; in Chica- 


go July 8-10; on New York’s Gov- 
ernor’s Island Aug. 26-28; and in 
George, Wash., Sept. 2-4. 

Dubbed the Dave Matthews 
Band Caravan, these massive bills 
read like a movable Bonnaroo fes- 
tival. Ray LaMontagne, the Flam- 
ing Lips, O.A.R. and David Gray 
have each signed on for the first 
two Caravan stops. 

The bill at Pearl Jam’s PJ20 festi-

val isn’t huge, but some of the names 
— the Strokes and Queens of the 
Stone Age — are. And the opening 
slots give a boost to unknowns (the 
Young Evils, thenewno2). 

That fan-centric approach seems 
like a smart move in a challenging 
summer touring market. Accord- 
ing to Pollstar, a trade publication 
that tracks the health of the concert 
industry, the top 50 tours in North 
America grossed 15 percent less in 
2010 than in 2009. Meanwhile, the 
total number of concerts dropped 
about 3 percent. 

Glenn Peoples, senior editorial 
analyst at Billboard magazine, thinks 
this might be part of the reason we’re 
seeing a bump in artist-curated fes- 
tivals: “Sometimes, just going out
